HAY AND STRAW PACKING. 
NEW REGULATIONS IN CANADA, 

An order has heen issued under the 
Canadian Animal Contagious Diséases 
Act prohibiting from all countries except 
the United States on and after October 
Ist, 1924; the importation into Canada 
of merchandise packed in hay, ‘straw, or 
other fodders, unless such merchandise 
is accompanied ‘by a certificate from a 
properly qualified veterinary officer of the 
country -of origin that such hay, straw, 
or ather fodder has heen grown, and 
stored, and the merchandise packed in 
a district not infected with foot) and 
mouth disease, or that the hay, straw, 
ar other fodder used in packing such mer- 
chandise: has been thoroughly disinfected. 

In the absence of such certificates, the 
merchandise wil! ‘be unpacked and_ the 
packing be destroyed under supervision 
of an officer of the Federal Department 
of Agriculture, the cost to be borne, by 
the shipper.
